OF GUIANA, 
Not only do the physicil characteristics 

* and languages of the Indinns, of Gniana 
mark thom as members of the Red ‘Race,

+ The bairlooking friage within the whales, 
mouth, is, what we know as whalebone. 
‘This fringe, when tho whule’s moush is epon, 
hangs down like acurtain from euch of ‘the 
whale’s jawa-and palate, is really thé, crea-. 
tare’s fishing not, with’ which he eqptutes 
his food. Zt-conatsta in fact. of the frayed 
ouds of the plates of ‘whalebone, the solid 
upper parts of whieh are fixed in.the whale's 
palate... ‘hia is the way in which tha“ net." 
comes. into action. The ,whale may be 
seen swimming ‘backwards nnd, forwards 
between ‘large masses of ice, Here the 
water swarms with amall marine organisms 
melluscs, erustacosns, and jelly-fiah. In 
feeling, the whale fills its immons: mouth 
with ‘water containing shoals of. these small 
creatures. ‘He then. ‘closes the jaws, and 
riines the tongue so ns to diminish the cavi- 
ty of the mouth; the Water streams out 
through nurrow intervals between the hairy 
fringe ard escipea thrangh the lips, leaving 
the living prag'to be awallawed.
